A Yardmaster Arrested For 
Forgery. 


THE COUNTY J4 IL ’S CONDITION. 


The W all Leans Ont More Than 
Ever—Effort* Made To Pre­ 
vent a Collapse. 


Fred. S. Mink, yard foreman of 
Southern Pacific yards, was arrested last 
evening on a charge of forging the nan^ 
of Thomas Hughes to a board bill. 
It 
appears that Mink owed Fishers* board­ 
ing house $15, and to settle this account 
he forged the name of Haghes to the 
board bill and presented it to Fisher in 
payment for his debt. Detective Will 
Smith of the Southern Pacific Company 
and Detective Russell have been working 
on the case, and Mink becoming aware 
of this, disappeared. 
Detective Smith 
however, sent one of his officers, Mr. 
Hollis, out on the road with instructions 
to arrest Mink. 
He came across him at 
Alhambra just as he was about to take 
passage for El Paso and brought him 
back to the city. He confessed his crime, 
and the only reason he gave for the 
forgery was that he did it because he 
wanted to pay off his debt of $15. He 
was married on tbe 1st of September last 
to a girl of 18, aud her position is very 
unfortunate. 


THE COUNTY JAIL. 


T h e W a ll B en ea th th e Jstll L ean s 
O nt M ore T h a u E ver. 
The article which appeared in yester­ 
day morning’s H erald concerning the 
appalling condition of the Jail building 
and the imminent hazard which it sus­ 
tains of falling to the ground, had the 
effect of bracing up the efforts of those 
who are trying to have something done. 
During the day a number of people who 
had read the article strolled up Franklin 
street 
to 
New 
High and 
took a 
look 
at 
the 
building 
and 
tbe 
wall 
beneath. 
As 
if to 
confirm 
the prediction.the wall budged a few more 
inches yesterday, and its slant is now 
plainly visible from the street. 
The 
crevice3 in the earth have widened per* 
ceptibly in the twenty-four hours, and 
the cracks in the wall have increased in 
number and size. Near the bottom there 
is a huge opening in the masonry large 
enough to admit the end of a cane. 
The contractor, who has been digging 
oat from nnder the foundation, became 
frightened yesterday when the threat of 
rain came on, and sent his men up in 
the yard of the jail to see what could 
be done. 
A trench was dug along the 
wall, covering up many of the openings 
which had appeared in the hill, in order 
to turn the flood of water which would 
ponr down (he incline in a heavy rain 
away from the wall and prevent the un­ 
dermining, which would have been in­ 
evitable. It is possible that this plan 
may avert the catastrophe. It was the 
only remedy which could be effected at 
so short a notice, but it is only a partial 
protection, as tbe weight of earth and 
water will still press against the crumb­ 
ling wall. 
Contractor BurliDgame took a look at 
the wall yesterday and gave it as his 
opinion that it would probably come 
down, certainly if it happened to rain 
very bard. He thought, however, that 
the jail was safe, as its foundations were 
unuLually deep. Several other builders 
who looked into the ma ter were not so 
confident on the latter point. 
Sheriff Aguirre is much more disturbed 
over the possibility of disaster than he was 
at first willing to admit. He laid the mat­ 
ter before the Supervisors yesterday and 
two of them visited the building. The 
advisability of taking out the prisoners 
in case a rain sets in and of deserting the 
building was a subject of frequent dis­ 
cussion between the Sheriff and his 
deputies yesterday. 
There is oue fact which has been kept 
secret, but which it is just as well 
should be known if it will help to stir up 
those 
who 
have 
responsibility 
in 
the 
matter to 
action. Day 
before 
yesterday, 
one of the 
large, solid 
granite 
sills 
on 
the 
lower 
floor 
of the jail cracked in two, and yesterday 
the seam widened perceptibly. 
This 
bLiowb beyond all question that the front 
corner of the building is settling, and 
leaves no possibility o f a doubt that if 
the wall goes the jail will come down.

A special meeting of the Cham ber of 
Commerce was held yesterday afternoon 
for the purpose of acting upon a revised 
constitution which had been prepared by 
a committee appointed at the last annual 
meeting. 
Since this organization came 
into existence considerable difficulty has 
been experienced in transacting busi­ 
ness, and it was believed th at this was 
due to the awkwardness oi the macuiuoiy 
under which it was running. 
Material 
alterations were made in the constitution 
with a view to the obviating of these dif­ 
ficulties. 
About twenty five members 
were present, including the officers of 
the Chamber and the Chairm en of most 
of the standing committees. 
Colonel H. 
G. Otis, the Chairm an of the Committee 
on Revision, read the new constitution 
and it was discussed section by section. 
The limitation of m embership to Los 
Angeles county was struck out and any 
“ reputable person” may now become a 
m em ber of the Chamber. The m atter 
of the membership of firms received con­ 
siderable discussion and it was finally 
settled that they should be entitled to 
one vote by an accredited representation. 
The election of officers is to be by ballot, 
b ut not at a meeting held for that pur­ 
pose as was the former arrangement. 
Notice of the election will he sent to all 
members of the Cham ber and the ballots 
taken at the office of the Secretary dur­ 
ing the day appointed. 
The votes will 
be canvassed by the Board of Directors 
as an election board. 
The officers hold 
the positions for one year. 
Members 
who are in arrears for three months for 
dues are not allowed to vote or to hold 
office. 
Three new standing committees are 
added on H ealth, Sanitary m atters and 
public improvements. 
The Chairmen 
of these committees are to be nominated 
by the President and elected by the 
Cham ber. 
The committees are to con­ 
sist of five instead of three. The officers 
and chairm en of the various committees 
elect a board of seven directors, of which 
four will constitute a quorum. 
The 
regular meetings of the Cham ber are to 
bo monthly hereafter instead of semi­ 
m onthly, and will ocsur on the second 
W ednesday of each month. 
Twenty 
members will constitute a quorum, but 
to act upon any im portant m atter involv­ 
ing the expenditure of money a vote of 
two-thiids of those present will be neces­ 
sary.

Rumor 
hfla it that there is an active search going 
on for bargains in the business portion 
of tbe city along Main and Spring streets. 
This search reaches out as far as'&eventh 
and Ninth streets, and even beyond that. 


E v e n the Raihray Age has been in­ 
credulous as to the building of the Salt 
Lake City and Los Angeles road. It is 
indeed a great undertaking. The plan 
embraces a road from Sioux City, Iowa, 
to Ogden and thence to Los Angeles. A 
dispatch in the H e r a ld this morning 
from Sioux City states that the contract 
h u been let for grading the road from 
that point to Ogden. It looks as if there 
were solid backing behind this project 
and as if the Angelic City were to have 
its fourth transcontinental line of road 
completed by the ending'of this decade 
December 31,1890. 


S alt L a k e Cit y , like all the rest of 
the world, wisely desires to bave rail­ 
road connection with Los Angeles. A 
dispatch from that point in the H erald 
this morning informs us that the Board 
of Trade of that city has appointed a 
committee for the purpose of organizing 
a company te build a road across Utah 
Territory in this direction. It is prob­ 
able that this movement will stimulate 
the building of the road which already 
is completed some two hundred and fifty 
miles from Salt Lake City to the edge of 
the State of Nevada, and lying in a direct 
line to Los Angeles. 


T h b r s is a very marked sympathy 
•mnnoal. th« taxpayers of 1/08 Angeles 
with ths H e r a l d ’s agitation about the 
large county expenditures, which are 
grouped in the official reports in lump 
sums. 
Yesterday quite a number of 
leading taxpayers visited this office and 
suggested that the Board of Trade em­ 
ploy an expert to ascertain all the items 
of expenditures which are crowded 
under generalities that do not glitter to 
feose who have to pay the bills. Noth­ 
in so strongly contribute to a feel- 
of confidence in Los Angeles as a 
bdge that our county concerns are 
istered intelligently and honestly, 
with a view to keeping the rates 
• low. This expert ought to be employed. 
That special item of nearly $33,000, 
classified as sundries, would doubtless 
of itself pay many times for the services 
of an expert when its true inwardness 
should have been disclosed.

The appearance of Mr. I. ^V. Heilman 
before the Board of Supervisóte to pro­ 
test against the appointment by that body 
of Assistant County Treasurers is the first 
real assertion of tbe rights oí the tax 
payers we have seen during a long resi­ 
dence in Los Angeles. The Republican 
regime in Los Angeles began well. 
Up­ 
wards of $1,300,000 was in the County 
Treasury, and tbe soul <rf the Republican 
spoilsman was glad. Here was a splendid 
opportunity for bringing into play that 
fine old Republican axiom of “addition, 
division and silenced The imagination 
oi a man who belonged to the great party 
of “ Moral fcdeas” might well revel in 
perspective 
of 
unstinted 
plunder, 
and 
of 
“sundries” 
involving 
expenditure of $03,000 of the people’s 
money. The initial work was got in in 
good shape. 
Frank P. Kdlly, an amia­ 
ble and incompetent young man, whom 
the Republicans had just elected Distrkrt 
Attorney on the strength of his good 
looks and winning ways, had been al­ 
lowed four Assistant District Attorneys, 
based on the fact that there are four Su­ 
perior Courts in Los Angeles county. 
On a parity of reasoning, the District 
Attorney of the city and county of San 
Francisco, in which there are fifteen 
Superior Courts, ought to have been al 
lowed fifteen assistants. Our argument 
is made altogether outside of the tact of 
Kelly’s needing four assistants. 
We be­ 
lieve that he needs forty. But we are 
talking from the point of view of the tax­ 
payer, who don’t wanted to be mulcted 
of all he owns. Encouraged by Kelly’s 
success, forth marches the 
cheerful 
Jabez Banbury, the lately elected Re­ 
publican County Treasurer, who, with 
a cheek sublimated and icily impacted 
asks for two assistant county treasurers, 
and he was very near getting them until 
the ethereal form of Banker Heilman 
bove into view, and protested against 
this outrage on the taxpayer. 
As a 
matter of fact, there is only about half an 
hour’s work a day for the County Treas- 
arer to do. If he don’t know how to do 
it he couldn’t do one day’s work in a 
week of Sundays, and ought not to ask 
for or accept the position.

E. Hewitt and John Broaded, both 
Democrats, were County Treasurers they 
never dreamed of asking the Board of 
Supervisors to give them any help to do 
their 
work.

T h a t $98,000, supposed to have been 
expended on roads, is a thing that sticks 
in the craw of every taxpayer of Los 
Angeles count}'. 'Every man of sense 
knows that somewhere in this account 
there is a consummated villainy of a 
colossal order. The H er a ld has been 
groaning over the extravagantly high 
assessments of County Assessor Mason, 
which ought, oi course, to havq lowered 
the rate of taxation to a mere bagatelle, 
and here the taxpayer finds himself con­ 
fronted not only by an ahsnrdly high 
valuation, but by a preposterously high 
rate of taxation as well. 
This is a 
species of financial cross-sawing with 
wbich the men who foot the bills have 
no patience. 
We are told that we have 
epent $98,000 on roads, and yet we have 
no road9! Somebody must shoulder a 
fearful 
responsibility in this matter. 
We will add, in the language of the 
elegiac poet. “Don’t you forget it !*’ 


P r odigious is the growth of railway 
mileage in the United States. Eighteen 
States of the Union have over 3,000 miles 
each. California is of the number. She 
haa 4,179 and stands fourteenth in the 
list of all the States. She will soon stand 
■early, if not quite first. These eighteen 
States have a total mileage of nearly 
112,000 miles, and of this nearly 50,000 
miles, or close on to one-half of the total 
have been constructed in the past ten 
years. The railroads of a section bear 
■ close and nearly constant ratio to its 
general material wealth. We talk of 
what will be the condition of things, the 
population, the value of property in this 
section at some far off future period. 
We speak of the ages it took to develop 
the old States. But in all this reasoning 
we 
are 
prone 
to 
forget 
that 
a 
year now 
is 
more 
than 
a 
score 
counted for at the beginning of this 
century, and more than half a score were 
a t the outbreak of the war. This move­ 
ment is with an accelerated motion, and 
is now going forward at a rate that would 
have astonished the people of a slower 
generation. 
The population 
of this 
country ia gaining increments of not less 
than three-quarters of a mil lion* a year. 
Moet of this increase is seeking for 
breathing room in the West. It is only 
within the past ten years that it haa 
began to reach the shores of the Pacific. 
The movement here now is very large 
and it k constantly increasing. It will 
not do to count here by decades, it mu6t 
‘he by months. 


case in Europe. These things promise 
to be of great importance in the industrial 
future of this country.—[Oakland Kn 
quirer. 
Oar neighbor ^>y the Bay is quite cor­ 
rect in these prognostications. 
Cali­ 
fornia will in the future produce sugar 
enough for tbe whole Nation. 
Southern 
California will have the advantage in thit 
industry as in others. Two crops of 
beats a year will grow on thousands of 
acres of our moist and irrigated lands, 
and thus the plant is not dead half the 
year. We must strike for a beginning 
here at once. 
February and March are 
the months to plant. This is close at 
hand and do not let time pass unheeded. 
What district will come to the scratch at 
once with a pledge to put in 5,000 acres 
and thus secure the credit and the profit 
of the first factory? 


L e t L a H a v e F r e e m o n e y . 
The H krald originated the movement 
for the repeal ot the mortgage tax ; or, 
rather, for a constitutional amendment 
which will make its repeal possible. The 
press has quite generally taken the agi­ 
tation up, and the refrain echoes from all 
parts of California. The new Constitu­ 
tion, which contains many admirable 
features, was adopted at a time when 
there was a very excited 
sentiment 
against capital, which in this State had 
in many instances, ridden rough-shod 
over the people. In this mortgage tax 
matter we fell into the same error that 
many new communities committed be­ 
fore us, and which they afterwards re­ 
pented of. No intelligent commonwealth 
with an exigent demand for develop­ 
ment, 
ever 
shackles 
mopey. 
To 
do 
so 
is 
to 
put 
the 
grow­ 
ing 
body 
politic 
under 
a 
sort 
of tourniquet, which represses the full 
pulsations of the veins in their legitimate 
office, in order to save the life of the 
patient. Here in California we suffer 
under no ailment that requires so severe 
a remedy. Our financial blood requires 
to be recuperated and not restrained. 
As to Southern California the matter 
lies in a nutshell. 
Within a week after 
the repeal of the mortgage tax unlimited 
capital will pour into this region. A 
hundred nascent enterprises will be at 
once vitalized. As it is to-day, this mort­ 
gage tax is repressing the development 
of the State, and more especially of the 
Southern portion of the State. It sub­ 
serves no good purpose. It ought to go. 
We are pleased to see that the Cham 
ber of Commerce of San Diego county 
has memorialized the Legislature in the 
interest of its repeal. 
Let all similar bodies iu California and 
the 
press join in bringing 
about 
the repeal 
of 
the moet 
senseless 
and 
repressive 
agency 
ever intro­ 
duced 
into 
the 
career 
of 
young commonwealth seeking to carry 
out its manifest destiny of shortly becom 
ing the premier 6tate of the Union. This 
natural and legitimate demand will have 
no paid lobby to advocate it. 
All the 
more is it needed that the public sentiment 
should be focused in its advocacy, and 
that the Board of Trade and the Cham 
ber of Commerce should be active in the 
matter.

Contract Let for Grading the 
Utah Hoad. 


T yros in political economy and persone 
who are totally ignorant of its principles 
and of their working all agree in one 
fallacious line of reasoning. It is that 
labor saving machinery tends to lessen 
the demand for human service and the 
opportunities for the wage-earner to 
make a living. There never was a greater 
mistake committed, and railroading is 
the best proof of this statement. 
It is 
given out on the very best authority that 
the addition of 7,200 miles of new rail­ 
road in this country in 1888 called for 
36,000 
new employees to oj>erate the 
roads. That is at the rate of about five 
men for each mile of road. At present 
there in an army of 785¿000 men em­ 
ployed in 
railroading 
in its 
vari­ 
ous branches. 
Then there 
is 
an­ 
other 
army 
employed 
in 
making 
rails to replace those worn out, in getting 
out the iron from the mines, the material 
from the forests for the cars, and in all 
the other ramifications of this great in­ 
dustry. So it is in all lines of enter­ 
prise—the more a man can accomplish 
in a day, whether it is by the aid of 
machinery or otherwise, the more he is 
worth, and the greater demand there is 
for his services. Then there is the other 
fact to ooDHiiler, that 
by ireans of 
machinery the day laborer of our timéis 
better clothed, better fed, better housed, 
and better cared for íd all ways than 
were the nobles, of what sentimentaliuts 
call “the brave days of old.”

This was 
the outcome of a proposition to endeavor 
to build a road from Salt Lake City to 
Los Angeles.

Claus Spreckels announces in an inter 
view that his California beet sugar fac­ 
tory enterprise has gone so far that he 
no longer entertains a doubt of its suc­ 
cess, and he predicts that in a few years 
the United States, advancing from the 
position of an importer of sugar, will be­ 
come a large exporter. This great com­ 
mercial achievement is mostly in the fu­ 
ture , but a start has been made, and tbe 
importance of that can hardly be overes­ 
timated. It has been proved that beet 
sugar can be made profitably in the 
United States; that there is as much 
money in the businees here as in France 
or Germany, if not more; that in Califor­ 
nia, at least, sugar beets average more 
sugar than in Europe, and that our 
cheaper lands are an element in the 
problem of cost which is of great import­ 
ance to us. Another thing which prom­ 
ises to be of great importance, so far as 
California is concerned, is that in the 
southern irrigated counties beets can be 
grown in the winter, and that thus it 
may be found possible to run a sugar 
mill in California all the year around, in­ 
stead of only a few months, as is the

P h il a d e l p h ia, January 11.—The third 
official trip of the new United Siates 
dynamite gun cruiser Vesuvius was made 
over the new Government course at Dela­ 
ware breakwater this morning. 
The 
trial was the moet successful of the three, 
«he vessel attaining the rate of 21.64 
knots an hour, while the contract calls 
for but 20 knots. The speed attained 
lacks but six-tenths of the rate of 25 
statute 
miles 
per 
hour, and puts 
the Vesuvius in the front rank of 
ncean greyhounds, having attained the 
fastest speed of any steamship afloat. 
The length of the course was officially 
certified to the builders by the naval 
board as being 2.59 knots, and the 
Messrs. Cramp were notified that the 
Vesuvius would have to go over it each 
way in seven minutes thirty-seven and 
one-fifth seconds in order to attain the 
mean speed of not IesB than twenty knots 
an hour as required by the statute. The 
first run over the course was in the direc­ 
tion of the tide and was malSe in six min­ 
utes thirty-nine seconds, which gave the 
rate of 22.95 knots per hour. 
The 
second run against the tide was made in 
seven minutes and thirty seconds, show­ 
ing a rate of 20.35 knots. 
Secretary Whitney wired the builders : 
“ I congratulate you upon the result of the 
trial of the Vesuvius. Considering the 
size and class of the vessel and the 
weights carried, you can justly claim to 
have surpassed all records heretofore 
made.” 
Lieutenant Buell, in speaking of the 
results of the trial to-night, said the 
result of this trial restores the supremacy 
of American shipbuilders over the world. 
This is the first time America has beaten 
the world since the building of the 
Menonimee in 1858. The cruiser will be 
turned over to the Government at once.

L o n d o n , January 11.—The blue book 
on the Sackville affair has just been pub­ 
lished. 
Interest in the book centers in 
the dispatch, dated October 24th, to Mr. 
Phelps, in which Lord Salisbury contra- 
verts the idea that the acceptance or re­ 
tention of a Minister is a question to be 
determ ined solely with or w ithout rea­ 
sons assigned 
by the government to 
which he is accredited. 
In this matter 
Lord Salisbury says: 
“ General prin­ 
ciples are of more importance than the 
particular 
case 
under 
discussion. 
These 
principles 
appear 
to 
the 
Queen’s Government to have been ac­ 
curately laid down by Lord Palmerston on 
the occasion of the sudden dismissal of 
M inister Bulwer from the court of Madrid 
in 1849.” 
A quotation follows from Palm erston’s 
communication to Isturiz, to the effect 
that the international law entitles the 
nation to which the dem and for a w ith­ 
drawal of a Minister has been addressed, 
to decline to comply with the demand, 
even though grave and weighty reasons 
have been assigned. 
The Post commenting on the subject, 
says: 
Lord Salisbury acted with due 
regard for the national dignity. 
Lord 
Sackville’s indiscretion does not condone 
Mr. Bayard’s neglect of decent inter­ 
national observance.

FBESH FISH 
MADE DUTIABLE. 


Weaver Holds the House Bv the 
Horns—Judee Vincent's 
Vindication. 


lAMOciated Press D troatehes to the H zbaxd 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 11.— The Sen­ 
ate m et at 11 ©’clock to day and spent a 
quarter of an hour getting a quorum , af­ 
ter which it resumed consideration of 
the Tariff bill, the pending question be­ 
ing the am endm ent offered yesterday by 
Plum b to strike out of Paragraph 557 the 
words “ except when frozen or packed in 
ice or otherwise prepared by any process 
for preservation,” so as to let the para 
graph read simply “ fresh fish free.” 
Plumb spoke in support of this amend­ 
m ent, which was opposed by Hoar and 
supported by Reagan. 
Hale moved to 
strike out the paragraph; that he said 
would leave all fresh fish under the duty 
fixed in another part of the bill, half a 
cent per pound, and then New England 
would fare no better in that respect than 
other parts of th e country. The discus­ 
sion was continued at length by Blair, 
Spooner, Stoekbridge, Palmer, Teller 
and others. 
Allison and Evarts favored 
H ale’s amendment. 
Finally Plumb’s am endment was with­ 
drawn, and H ale’s am endm ent agreed 
to; ve is 28, nays 13, and fresh fish was 
placed on the áuitable list at % cent per 
pound without division. 
On motion of Allison, Paranraph 603 
“ leather, old scraps,” and 636, “ mica 
and mica waste,” were struck out of the 
free list. 
Paragraph 627, “ mineral waters, was 
passed over informally. 
So was Para­ 
graph 630, “ molasses testing not above 
56 degrees hy polariscope. 
All the paragraphs relating to oils. 
Paragraph 644 to 677, were laid aside in­ 
formally, so as to have the verbiage 
changed. 
Having reached Paragraph 790, as to 
cedar and other woods unmanufactured, 
Aldrich moved to strike out of it the 
words “ osier or willows,” stating that 
th e object was to put them on the duti­ 
able list at 10 percent. Agreed to. 
The end of the free list having been 
reached at paragraph 795, Allison said he 
supposed the Senate would finish the 
reading of the bill early to-morrow, that 
is the adm inistrative sections of it. 
He 
would propose, he said, to spend the re­ 
mainder of the day on the omitted para­ 
graphs in the free list, after which he 
would propose to take up the paragraph 
as to guns, cutlery and a few miscellan­ 
eous items of that character. Early next 
week he wished to proceed with the wool 
and woolens schedule, which had not yet 
been touched. Adjourned.

A n o t h e r D a y S p e n t I n F i l i b u s t e r i n g 
W e a v e r * * T e n a c i t y . 
W a sh in g t o n , January 11. — In the 
House, Weaver, oí Iowa, at once moved 
that when the House adjourn it be to 
Monday. 
After the count had proceeded 
half an hour without a quorum making 
its appearance, Randall demanued the 
Íeas and nays and they were ordered, 
he motion having been defeated, yeas 
2. naye 22, Weaver, who had voted in 
the negative, moved a reconsideration. 
Randall made the point that it was not 
in order to move to reconsider a vote 
upon a motion to adjourn to a certain 
day. The point was sustained by the 
Speaker. 
W eaver moved to take a 
recess until 1 :30, but was again blocked 
by Randall with a point of order. He 
held that the motion was in the nature 
of business, therefore not in order until 
the journal had been read. The Speaker 
decided the point well taken. 
WEAVER STILL ON TOP. 
The journal was then read and Weaver 
again began dilatory motions. These 
were finally interrupted by Dibble, who 
came forward with the conference report 
upon the Senate bill for the erection of a 
public building at 
Milwaukee, Wis., 
which, notw ithstanding W eaver’s pro­ 
test, the Speaker ruled of higher privil­ 
ege than a motion to adjourn. The re­ 
port having been read and the previous 
question dem anded by Dibble, Weaver 
moved to adjourn. 
The Speaker decided, as the rules 
gave the conference report precedence 
over a motion to adjourn, a subsequent 
motion to adjourn conld not deprive it of 
precedence. This ruling did not facili­ 
tate m atters mnch, as at 3 o’clock the 
House had been so far unable to reach a 
vote on the conference report, owing to 
the tactics of W eaver. The Speaker 
aeems inclined to resort to arbitrary 
measures to suppress the gentleman 
from Iowa. 
Weaver took advantage of the half 
hour’s debate upon the Milwaukee bill 
to deliver a speech in favor of the Okla­ 
homa bill, in behalf of which he has 
been making a filibustering fight for 
some days past. 
Mason, of Illinois, made the point of 
order that the gentleman was not speak­ 
ing to the subject before the House, and 
the Speaker pro tem . (McCreary) sus­ 
tained it. 
No quorum voting on ordering the 
yeas and nays on the adoption of the 
conference report, W eaver again raised 
his point of order that a quorum was 
necessary.
